WORLD  MEAT  TRADE  NEW  HIGH 

World  imports  of  meats  in  1963  reached  a  new  record  total  of  nearly  9 
billion  pounds,  carcass  weight.    This  was  1  billion  above  the  1962  level 
and  2,6  billion  above  the  1 956-60  average.    The  record  trade  was  a  result 
of  rising  demand  in  deficit  producing  countries  coupled  with  increased 
exports  and  larger  meat  production  in  nearly  all  of  the  important  export- 
ing countries. 

In  Western  Europe,  higher  consumer  incomes  and  booming  business  are  result- 
ing in  greatly  increased  demand  for  meats.    Domestic  meat  output  is 
continuing  to  rise,  but  the  increases  have  not  matched  the  gain  in  effect- 
ive demand.    Most  European  countries  have  increased  their  imports  with 
the  result  that  meat  prices  reached  record  levels  in  early  196U. 

A  continuation  of  these  trends  in  trade  is  expected  in  I96I+,  with  the  ex- 
ception that  exportable  supplies  from  Argentina  will  be  considerably 
smaller  than  the  large  exports  of  1963.    However,  shipments  to  Europe  from 
the  other  large  exporters — Australia,  Denmark,  and  New  Zealand — will  con- 
tinue high. 

European  imports  in  1963  amounted  to  5-9  billion  pounds.  This  was  around 
600  million  greater  than  a  year  earlier  and  1.1  billion  above  the  1 956-60 
average.  For  the  United  Kingdom,  in  1963,  arrivals  were  moderately  below 
both  1962  levels  and  the  1 956-60  average.  However,  imports  by  nearly  all 
other  principal  importing  countries  in  1963  were  greater  than  those  of  a 
year  earlier  and  also  the  average,  by  substantial  margins,  particularly  for 
Italy,  Spain,  France,  Belgium,  and  Greece. 


This  Circular  contains  more  detailed  information  than  the  summary  of  similar 
title  published  in  the  monthly  supplement  issue  of  World  Agricultural  Produc- 
tion and  Trade,  August  196I+. 


In  Western  Europe,  exports  rose  slightly  from  1962  to  1963,  and  in  1963 
they  were  k<$  percent  above  the  average.    For  most  of  these  countries,  ex- 
ports were  larger  than  average;  the  largest  expansion  was  in  Denmark, 
Ireland,  France,  and  the  Netherlands.    France  and  the  Netherlands  are 
large  exporters  as  well  as  large  importers. 

Imports  into  North  America  last  year  amounted  to  2.3  "billion  pounds,  mostly 
entries  into  the  United  States  and  Canada.    The  total  was  nearly  320  mil- 
lion pounds  greater  than  in  1962. 

During  1963 >  meat  imports  and  exports  in  East  Europe  were  about  in  balance. 
Czechoslovakia  and  East  Germany  are  important  importers,  and  this  trade 
is  tending  to  rise  each  year.    Poland  and  Yugoslavia  are  large  net  ex- 
porters and  there  have  "been  sharp  increases  in  their  shipments  in  recent 
years. 

The  USSR  is  both  a  moderate  importer  and  exporter.    Apparently,  its  imports 
about  balanced  its  exports  in  19&3*    Exports  were  up  sharply  compared  with 
the  average  and  imports  were  up  moderately. 

In  Africa,  Ghana  is  a  moderate-sized  meat  importer.  The  Republic  of  South 
Africa  and  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  are  relatively  small  net  exporters. 

Five  Asian  countries  imported  271  million  pounds  of  meat  in  19^3  compared 
with  169  million  in  1962  and  152  million  for  the  average  1956-60.    Most  of 
the  increases  have  been  imports  into  Japan.    Hong  Kong,  Israel,  Malaya, 
and  the  Philippines  are  all  net  importers. 

The  four  largest  meat  exporters — Argentina,  Australia,  Denmark,  and  New 
Zealand — each  exported  substantially  more  than  1  billion  pounds,  which 
accounted  for  6l  percent  of  world  trade.    Ninety -four  percent  of  world 
trade  was  accounted  for  by  the  thirteen  largest  importers.    The  United 
States  exported  only  l6k  million  pounds,  about  2  percent  of  world  trade. 

The  United  Kingdom  is  by  far  the  largest  meat  importer  in  the  world, 
bringing  in  3»3  billion  pounds  in  19^3  or  37  percent  of  the  world  total. 
U.S.  imports  have  increased  materially  since  1956-60  and  totaled  over  2 
billion  pounds  in  1963 •    U.S.  imports  accounted  for  23  percent  of  total 
meat  imports  in  1963,  including  35  percent  of  the  beef  and  veal  total, 
9.5  percent  of  the  pork,  and  12  percent  of  the  mutton,  lamb,  and  goat  meat. 
Italy  has  become  the  third  largest  importer  in  the  world. 
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Trade  by  Type  of  Meat 


This  is  the  first  time  that  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  has  tabulated 
world  trade  by  types  of  meat.    During  1963*  world  exports  consisted 
of      9  billion  pounds  of  beef  and  veal,  2.k  billion  of  pork,  1.2  billion 
of  lamb,  mutton  and  goat,  and  138  million  pounds  of  horse  meat. 

The    three  leading  exporters  of  beef  and  veal  are  Argentina,  Australia, 
and  New  Zealand  which  account  for  about  56  percent  of  total  beef  entering 
world  trade.    The  three  leading  importers  of  beef  are  the  United  States, 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  Italy,  which  together  account  for  71  percent  of 
world  imports. 

The  three  leading  exporters  of  pork  are  Denmark,  the  Netherlands,  and 
Poland  which  combined  account  for  69  percent  of  the  world  exports.  The 
two  leading  importers — the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States — take 
two  thirds  of  total  world  imports. 

New  Zealand  and  Australia  are  the  dominant  suppliers  of  mutton  and  lamb 
in  the  world.    The  two  countries  exported  1,068  million  pounds  of  these 
meats  in  1963*  or  88  percent  of  world  exports.    The  United  Kingdom  was 
the  largest  importer,     taking  791  million  pounds  of  lamb  and  mutton  in 
1963,  or  66  percent  of  the  world  supply  entering  world  commerce.  The 
United  States  was  second,  importing  1^5  million  pounds  at  12  percent. 
The  third  largest  importer  was  Japan;  the  fourth  largest,  Canada. 

In  the  comparatively  small  horse  meat  trade,  Argentina  is  the  dominant  ex- 
porter with  80  percent  of  the  total  in  1963.    The  United  States  was  the 
world's  largest  importer,  taking  36  percent.    Imports  by  Belgium -Luxembourg 

accounted  for  2k  percent  of  the  world  total;  Japan's  imports  were  another 
20  percent.
